Birmingham : King Edward House, New Street ; 
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Preservation and Progress in the Country Plan 


T the Annual Country Meeting of the Town 
Planning Institute held at Brighton last week, 
one of the most interesting papers was presented 

by the County Planning Officer of West Sussex, 
Mr. John C. Jefferson. The title of his paper was 
“Preservation and Progress in West Sussex,” and 
its contents made an excellent and very frank survey 
of the problems of his area. These problems contain 
elements which are peculiar to West Sussex, but 
there are many others which must be common to 
any county which lies well away from the industrial 
axis of England and which has coastal and holiday 
amenities to preserve and cater for in addition to 
those of transport, industry, living and agriculture. 
Jefferson said “we want Sussex to be pre- 
served as it is so long as that does not interfere with 
progress ; we are all in favour of progress so long 
as it does not interfere with amenities,” 
agree when he went on to exclaim 
state! How difficult to achieve !” 
Apart altogether from the problems of communica- 
tions and urban sprawl along the long coast of 
Sussex, one of the most serious matters of preserva- 
tion is concerned with the South Downs, together 
with the forest lands which lie in the north of the 
county area. In the Hobhouse Report the South 
Downs were suggested as a National Park, but since 
then there have been strong representations that the 
Downs are now so extensively farmed that they are 
not suitable as a National Park. But that does not 
help to any great extent the preservation of a unique 
area of England. During the war considerable 
damage was done to various parts of the Downs 


and we 
* How easy to 


by military occupations and use as battle-training 
grounds. Since the war, arable farming has extended 
its activities over large areas of the chalklands. 

We have heard it said that, having regard to modern 
methods of fertilizing, these chalklands with little 
more than three or four inches of top humus can 
be utilized for crops and that ploughing-up is 
therefore justified. But there is no shadow of doubt 
that the extension of this type of farming to the 
Downlands has been forced on the agricultural 
economy by lack of more suitable land elsewhere. 
Why this is so and why there is a shortage of good 
land is a matter for considerable debate, but it can 
be attributed, in the main, to bad overall planning 
of possible arable areas and to the encroachments 
of towns, industry and transport. There is also no 
doubt that the Downlands can never be regarded, 
in a long-term policy, as anything else but marginal 
lands, as far as crops are concerned. There are 
some who say that great areas have been ruined 
already by ploughing and if a potential “ dust-bow! ” 
type of area is not being created, then the fertility 
of these lands has a life of only a few years. For 
centuries the sheep and shepherd have been the 
masters of the Downlands and this would seem the 
right economy. Now that sheep have vanished 
the wonderful turf of the uplands, where it has 
not been ploughed up, is being invaded by scrub, 
and this in its turn is being made an excuse for 
further ploughing. In some places also turf is being 
stripped and carted away, leaving scars that will 
take decades to heal. This sort of thing is not 
ecological preservation or progress, it is sheer

vandalism and the most horrifying thing about it is, 
as Mr. Jefferson said, “‘ there is nothing we can do 
about it.” | 

In the County Development Plan the forest areas 
of the north of the County have, with the Downs, 
been included as an “ area of great landscape value ” ; 
the total is some 140,000 acres. It will be interesting 
to see what effect this has on any appeals which may 
come before the Minister. The most astounding 
thing about this attempt towards preservation is that 
the adjoining Planning Authority in Hampshire, 
into whose area the “ great landscape value” con- 
tinues, has made no such reservations. The Town 
and Country Planning Act obviously is still encum- 
bered with dotted lines on maps rather than common 
sense. This is a case, and there must be many others, 
where the Minister, in his review of Development 
Plans, could well insist on proper co-ordination. 

We would commend Mr. Jefferson for pointing 
out the need for detailed surveys of forest areas of 
poor agricultural quality in order to ascertain what 
land is most suitable for re-afforestation, what is to 
be left for amenity reasons, used for housing or 
cleared for certain types of smallholdings. This 
is an extension of the development plan procedure 
that must be applicable to many areas of the country ; 
in West Sussex, St. Leonards Forest area is now 
being subjected to such a survey by Mr. Jefferson’s 
department. 


Town and Country Planning has, by the Town 
Planning Institute’s meeting at Brighton, received 
a justified emphasis on “Country Planning ” ; 
it is as necessary as that of urban areas and unless 
the inter-relationships of each are comprehended 
more completely many mistakes can still be made. 


HONORARY OBSERVATION BY THE B.R.S. 


Some recent new appointments to the Building 
Research Station’s panel of honorary observers 
reminds us that this panel is still in existence. It 
was set up in May 1948, five years ago. At that date 
the B.R.S. announced that they would sift and 
collate the reports of the observers, add thereto 
their own researches and make the combined results 


available to all concerned through the medium of 


publication of various kinds. This system of reporting 
on actual working conditions and results is a very 
important adjunct to more theoretical and laboratory 
tests and research. Just what have been the results 
of the establishment of this ‘“ Observer Corps ?” 
What is happening and what has happened? Are 
the results being published or are they being masti- 
cated and then incorporated and buried, unacknow- 
ledged, in other publications, such es the B.R.S.’s 
Monthly Digests ? We do not recall noticing anything 
spectacularly special.

LONDON AND WEST BROMWICH 


The display of prefabricated buildings at Earls Court 
was quite impressive, some of the architecture was not 
of the highest order, but one or two of the houses had 
been furnished with care. Neville Conder, the consul- 
tant to the B.o.T. for both Earls Court and Olympia, did 
very well on what must have been a slender budget. The 
standard tubular stand framework at Earls Court was the 
best yet and, I hear, the cheapest. The general layout 
at both sections was as simple as possible, with no vistas 
and no red carpets. The spire and square of 100-watt 
lamps at one foot centres at Earls Court was practically 
the only concession to decoration, as was the mural by 
Richard Guyatt at Olympia. What a relief it is to go 
from the cavernous Earls Court to the airy lightness of 
the main hall at Olympia. This year I was out of step 
with our photographer, but his choice was also mine and 
you found some of the best stands in last week’s issue. I 
saw that one firm was offering for sale door mats bearing 
the royal monogram. Not a terribly happy idea. In the 
toy section at Olympia many excellently designed minia- 
ture railways were on show, with all their mechanical 
details exactly reproduced. The architecture of their 
buildings was, generally speaking, quite hideous, far worse 
than anything British Railways have done. Here let me 
quickly say that B.R. architecture has its good side, and 
a latish example of this can be seen in the new booking 
hall at Paddington. 

I have wondered aloud here before why B.R. do not 
put on a really slap-up train for the B.I.F. special which 
carries foreign and home buyers to Castle Bromwich each 
day during the Fair. Is it asking too much that the very 
latest type of restaurant car should be used? The Loco- 
motive on the first-class train was of the latest type and 
was cleaner than one expects to find in these days. The 
locomotive on the third-class train was thick with dirt. 
The plaque describing the train and fixed to the front of 
the boiler was about as crude a piece of lettering as 1s 
possible to imagine. Perhaps the cleanliness of the 
engine does not matter really as only the British ever take 
the trouble to go and look at it 

On a fine, hot day the building at Castle Bromwich is 
a challenge to the Fair goer. I have never measured the 
length of it but it must be over a quarter of a mile, largely 
of wooden Belfast truss construction with steel uprights. 
It becomes very hot indeed, and not being very high, air- 
less as well. The peculiar and indescribable smell of the 
bars and buffets hits you as you enter the building, to 


remind you of what is in store when you feel you simply 
must eat or drink. Broadly speaking, the arts have left 
Castle Bromwich and it is returning to the jungle. Those 
manufacturers who are not accustomed to make a stand 
last ten years have now dispensed with professional 
advice and are now making their own again, using the 
more easily assimilated idioms of the late “forties instead 
of those of the late ‘thirties. Almost alone, the oil com- 
panies have kept a high standard of design, but they, 
after all, have no merchandise to show. The Esso com- 
pany stand was the same as last year, but not quite so 
highly polished. Perhaps the Castle Bromwich problem 
of showing a great many odd-shaped things and pieces 
of machinery is best solved by reducing display to a mini-

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mum and letting the manufactures talk. If this is so, then 
the small tool-sheds or drinking booths on each stand 
might perhaps be standardized to give some order to 
what is now just a jumble. As usual, the best part of 
the show was outside, but I was surprised to find so few 
cranes. Only one tower crane was shown. I had hoped 
after the C.O.1.D. competition to find more lamp-posts, 
but the only large contribution was provided by the Stan- 
ton Ironworks. On the way into Birmingham I saw 
another good display by Poles, Ltd., outside their works. 
More firms are now interested in large-scale earth-moving 
machinery. The Rolls-Royce-engined Vickers tractor and 
the A.E.C.-engined Euclid dumpers were the most im- 
pressive. Kwikform had a new flexible shuttering, and 
Rapid Metal Developments an adjustable centring girder 
of considerable interest. 


PARK SEATS ON THE EMBANKMENT 

The Council of Industrial Design and the Corporation 
of Birmingham are to be congratulated on the interest 
which manufacturers have shown in their joint competi- 
tion for outdoor seats. Seventy entries can now be seen 
in the Whitehall section of the Embankment Gardens. 
The exhibition is open until Saturday. Eighteen first- and 
twenty-five second-class diplomas were awarded. This 
marking was, I think, on the generous side, although en- 
couragement was rightly given for so much hard work 
and enterprise. I found that my choice corresponded 
closely with that of the jury, but I gave only six first-class 
awards and three seconds. Some firms had submitted 
perfectly standard and usual hardwood seats, while others 
had gone to great lengths to be different. The successful 
ones lay between these two extremes. Many of the seats, 
as Mr. Gordon Russell pointed out, were not comfortable 
to sit upon, nor would they stand up to the rough treat- 
ment which park furniture must expect. Had I been 
asked to award a first prize in the seat class it would un- 
doubtedly have gone to the L.M. seat designed by John 
Morton and Tom Lupton, and for single chairs jointly 
to the two exhibited by E. Atkins, Ltd., and designed by 
Ward and Austin. 

This competition has made a good beginning and doubt 
less the C.o.L.D. will continue with all the rest of the street 
and park furniture. By the way, surely it is time that we 
heard more of the lamp-post competition referred to in my 
note on the B.LF. 


BLACK FOR CLEANLINESS 

According to a woman’s page columnist jet black bath 
rooms are likely to become all the rage soon. Black walls, 
floor and bath casing, and possibly black ceiling as well 
are in striking contrast to the sanitary fittings which are 
white. But why? Why not a black bath and basin to 
match the bath water? What about black celluloid floating 
toys for the non-shavers? And after all a bathroom—black 
of course—without a bath would be a real novelty. Then 
why waste space on a bathroom? ‘Throw it into the hall 
and take a plunge in the garden pool like at least two 
architects I know.

STONE v. CONCRETE 


I see in a press report that Mr. Romilly Craze is credited 
with the following statement at the annual dinner of the 
British Stone Federation at Malvern: “I have heard it 
said in schools of architecture that the use of natural 
materials is old fashioned and belongs to the era of tradi- 
tional architecture, which is considered out of date. 
Architects of my generation need not be reminded of the 
advantages and beauties of stonework, but to-day students 
are imbibing a clever propaganda, which is poured unceas- 
ingly into our offices and schools, for the use of concrete. 
Consequently, we are faced to-day with a new architectural 
expression in design, emanating from reinforced concrete, 
and buildings, whether these are factories, schools or other 
types of building, are constructed in this material greatly 
to the exclusion of natural stone.” 

It is a very great pity that such a wrong-headed state- 
ment should come from anyone in as important a position 
as Mr. Romilly Craze. For, although it is unlikely to do 
much harm among architects, it is likely to receive pub- 
licity in the stone trade where it will cause, at the least, 
misunderstanding. Does Mr. Craze seriously suggest that 
we should use stone as a structural material in factory 
building? Or in schools? It is absurd to suggest that 
architectural students are unaware of the possibilities of 
stone as a facing material, but only architects of Mr. Craze’s 
generation have lived in times when it has been possible 
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to consider on economical grounds the use of stone in 
building on anything less well endowed than Government 
offices. 


FLEWELLING AND MOODY 


It appears that an exhibition entitled “ America 1953” 
is about to hit these islands. I suspect that it may be a 
part of the Edinburgh Festival, anyway it has been organized 
by the U.S. Information Service and it includes a section 
of “outstanding” American schools. For some curious 
reason the work of only one firm of architects and engineers 
has been chosen. “ Flewelling & Moody” says the blurb 
—which incidentally comes from the office of Flewelling 
and Moody—“ have indicated a pioneering spirit in school 
design.” Enclosed were a photograph of Mr. Flewelling 
with the British Consul at Los Angeles, and a smart illus- 
trated booklet entitled ““FM.—Thirty Years of Experience 
in Helping Southern California Grow.”

It is quite clear from the last three 
meetings that no one has quite the 
same conception of what a “three di- 
mensional frame of reference” means 
As both proposer and opposer men- 
tioned, the first thing the society must 
do is to establish a common vocabu- 
lary. The next step must be to deter- 
mine what it is that the module is 
expected to do. Two things that it is 
not going to do is to determine either

Easement for Timber 

The Minister of Materials has indi- 
cated the possibility of some further 
easement in the uses of softwood. He 
was asked on May 4 if he could state 
the date of ending the system for con- 
sumer licensing for softwood, and hav- 
ing said “No” he added that as 
practically all our softwood came from 
non-sterling countries he saw no early 
prospect of abandoning control. Mr. 
Fell, who had embarked on this topic, 
said that many Government contracts 
specified the use of costly hardwood, 
where softwood could be used. He 
also said that the view of the timber 
trade was that any increase imme- 
diately after the restriction was re- 
moved would be small, and by reduc- 
ing the amount of costly substitutes 
used would be of overall advantage 
to the nation. Sir Arthur Salter said 
he knew that in some cases the restric- 
tion resulted in more expensive hard- 
wood being used, but he would remind 
Mr. Fell that last year we spent no less 
than £95 millions in foreign exchange 
on softwood. To which he added “I 
am very closely in touch with the 
trade, working on a joint committee 
with them, to see whether, without 
removing the general control, we can re- 
move the prohibition on some particu- 
lar uses.” 

Sir Arthur Salter stated in reply to 
a question by Major Anstruther Gray 
that contracts for 71,626 standards of 
sawn softwood and sleepers were made 
during March. 


Damage at Long Barrow 


The Minister of Works made a 
statement on May 5 on the damage to 
the Long Barrow on Manton Down, 
Wilts, in which he said that the investi- 
gation was not then complete but it 
was clear that the damage was not as 
serious as had been feared. The stone 
burial chamber of this long barrow, 
dating from 2,000 B.c.,_ survived, 
although the mound that enclosed 
it had been levelled. An _ inspec- 
tor of ancient monuments went at 
once to the barrow after the damage 
had been reported, and when he had a 
full report from the inspector he would 
consider what action should be taken. 
The first information of what the 
Minister called this “ deplorable occur- 
rence” was given by a party of young 
visitors to the site on April 26. 


Steel Decontrolled 


An estimate that the home produc- 
tion of steel this year would be about 
17,500,000 tons—about 1,300,000 tons 
more than in 1952—accompanied the 
announcement on May 5 that statutory 
control of the distribution of iron and 
steel was to be ended immediately. 
Mr. Sandys, Minister of Supply, told 
the House of Commons that the out- 
put of iron and steel in general had 
been steadily increasing, mainly as the 


result of the completion during recent 
months of a number of new blast fur- 
naces. While there would continue to 
be some shortage of steel plate, steel 
supplies as a whole were considered to 
be sufficient to meet overall home de- 
mand, as well as to provide somewhat 
larger quantities for export. The satis- 
factory increase in home production 
should make it possible to reduce 
appreciably imports of foreign steel, 
but if demand should rise further than 
was expected there should not be 
much difficulty in purchasing addi- 
tional steel from abroad. In the light of 
this improved position the Govern- 
ment had reviewed the controls on 
distribution, and, subject to the con- 
tinuance of the voluntary scheme for 
the distribution of steel plate, were 
satisfied that it was no longer necessary 
for iron and steel to be rationed. From 
the string of political supplementary 
questions which this statement pro- 
duced there emerged the interesting 
reply that in estimating demand the 
Government had assumed an increase 
of at least six per cent in the consump- 
tion of steel by industry this year. 


Free Copper 

The Government’s decision that pri- 
vate trading in copper should be 
restored at the earliest practicable date 
was announced on May 4 by Sir Arthur 
Salter, who said that from Aug. 5 the 
private import and sale of copper 
would be permitted and on the same 
day the London Metal Exchange 
would reopen for dealings in copper 
He acknowledged the co-operation of 
the Commonwealth producers, who 
had supplied the country throughout 
the long period of public trading, and 
he was sure would continue to do so 
under the new arrangements. 


Bricks for Bristol 


Mr. Awberry protested to the Minis- 
ter of Works about a shortage of 
cement and bricks in the Bristol area, 
and was told by Mr. Eccles that he 
had had enquiries made but could find 
no evidence that building work was 
being held up by shortage of either. 
He would have further enquiries made 
if Mr. Awberry would tell him the 
source of his information. Mr. Awberry 
repeated his complaint, with the addi- 
tion that Bristol had a good house 
building record so far but would lose 
it if the shortage continued. Another 
Bristol M.P., Mr. Wilkins, endorsed 
the complaint, stating that if the 
Minister made enquiries of the distri- 
butors he would be advised that the 
posiion was more acute than at any 
time since the war. Mr. Eccles replied 
that his enquiries so far had not pro- 
duced the information that there was 
an acute shortage. When he had that, 
he would take action. (May 5.)

New Model Byelaw 48 


To the Editor of A. & B.N. 
Sir,—Byelaw 48 in the new model 


issued by the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government in November last 
provides that :— 


(1) In the case of a building, other 
than a house of not more than 
two storeys, where any part of an 
opening in an external wall is 
vertically above an opening in an 
adjoining storey, suitable provi- 
sion shall be made to prevent the 
spread of fire from the lower to 
the upper opening. 
(2) The requirements of this byelaw 
shall be deemed to be satisfied 
if : — 
(a) the bottom of the higher 
opening is not less than 
three feet above the top of 
the lower opening and not 
less than two feet above the 
upper surface of the floor 
separating the storeys; or 
(b) a balcony of incombustible 
material with a solid floor 
or some similar horizontal 
projection is constructed 
between the two openings 
to project two feet from the 
wall and extend laterally 
beyond each limit of the 
overlap of the openings— 
(i) where the lower or 
neither opening con- 
tinues beyond that 
limit, for not less than 
one foot; and 

(ii) where the upper open- 
ing continues beyond 
that limit, for not less 
than two feet. 

48(2) is a “deemed to satisfy” pro- 
vision; if this is followed, the require- 
ment in 48(1) has been met. It may, 
however, be met in some other way 
providing it can be shown that the 
relevant functional requirement is 
satisfied. 

The Ministry in Circular 82/52 
quite rightly stressed that it is of great 
importance that building law should 
not vary from place to place, and 
amendments of or additions to the 
model will therefore always require 
justification by reference to genuinely 
special needs. On these grounds an 
objection to the inclusion of this 
model byelaw could hardly be sus- 
tained. It would therefore seem likely 
that it will be generally adopted and 
it is most important that all architects 
should be aware that in that event their 
freedon in elevational design will be 
subject to this limitation.

Is this the Act in operation? What 
manner of professionalism is it that 
subscribes to these tactics?

As a salaried architect, I coin the 
phrase, sir, “I am all right,” but I do 
feel my colleagues in practice are long 
overdue for public respect which can 
only be initiated at the highest national 
level.

Softwood Consumer 


Licensing 


To the Editor of A. & B.N. 

Sir,—As you are no doubt aware, 
the T.D.A. for a long time past has 
been fighting vigorously for the aboli- 
tion of softwood consumer licensing. 

It is the Association’s contention that 
this restriction on the use of softwood 
has been placing an undue burden on 
the timber trade and timber-using in- 
dustries, and unnecessarily raising 
consumer costs by the substitution of 
more expensive alternative materials. 

“Balance of payments” is given as 
the Government’s reason for continuing 
consumer licensing, yet aluminium, 
freed from restriction, is now used for 
such unessential trivialities as hen- 
houses and garden tool sheds. 

Our Association’s considered opinion 
is that consumption of softwood would 
be increased but slightly were con- 
sumer licensing removed, the 
benefits to housing and _ industry 
would be innumerable. 

The use of more expensive substi- 
tutes (see Appendix to Circular 93/52) 
would no longer have to be advocated, 
thus bringing down housing costs and 
making available in larger quantities to 
industry the alternative materials now 
being used. 

While there is ample hardwood avail- 
able free of licence, the abolition of 
softwood consumer licensing would 
help still further any efforts being 
made by builders and architects who 
appreciate the plea of the Minister of 
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Housing to save bricks (see Extract 
from Circular 21/53). Previously, 
when the T.D.A. referred to the need 
for economy in the use of bricks as a 
reason for using timber, the shortage 
of bricks has been hotly denied. 

I enclose with the extracts already 
mentioned, some questions and answers 
in the House of Commons on April 20.

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REDEVELOPMENT OF HWIGHBURY QUADRANT, ISLINGTON 


A' the meeting of the L.C.C. on 18th March, 1952, the 
Council's Housing Committee submitted details for the 
proposed redevelopment of a site at Highbury Quadrant, 
Islington. 

The estimated cost was given as £14 million. 

Work on the first section—1I61 dwellings—has recently 
begun, the contract having been let to Tersons, Ltd. 


Development Plan Proposals. 


Under the Plan the land is reserved for residential use 
with a density of 28 dwellings (100 persons) to the acre. 
The approved density for the proposed development of the 
site is 29 dwellings to the acre. 


The Site. 


Excluding adjoining roads, the site covers 19.68 acres 
immediately west of Clissold Park. The roads, which are 
wide and in places tree lined, define clearly four main areas 
for redevelopment, and are to be retained. Many of the 
large Victorian houses on the site, now outworn and to be 
demolished, had their own grounds and a notable feature 
is the presence of about |,000 mature trees. 

0.25 of an acre is being reserved for a public-house, as 
is a strip of land measuring 0.38 of an acre earmarked to 
enable Green Lanes eventually to be widened to 7Oft. 
The latter will for the time being be retained in the site. 


Planning. 


The extensive use of conventional *‘‘ slab"’ blocks of 
flats has been avoided by combining balcony and staircase 
access types of flats, in compact 5-storey T-shaped blocks. 
On each floor of this new type of block there will be three 


flats approached from a staircase and one flat approached 
by way of a balcony. 

The shape of these blocks and their disposition on the 
site will not only ensure that the maximum of trees is 
preserved, but also will give views over and into Clissold 
Park from many parts of the Estate. It is this retention of 
many fine trees, coupled with the natural contours of the 
site which allows the frequent repetition of a similar 
block without producing monotony from the normal eye- 
level. 

Because of its shape and the proximity of the adjoining 
streets, the southern portion of the site is to be developed 
formally with open courts bounded by terrace houses and 
3-storey blocks of flats. 

The central area, which has a more difficult shape and 
levels, will be developed with a more informal arrangement 
of the 5-storey T-shaped blocks of flats, and the narrow 
wedge of land on the east of Highbury New Park sloping 
down to Clissold Park will be similarly treated. 

The northern section is to contain maisonettes which will 
be linked together, thereby maintaining the continuous 
facade of the existing terraces of adjoining houses. 


Accommodation. 

There will be 517 flats, 62 maisonettes and 32 houses, 
provided as follows :— 

Twenty 5-storey blocks of flats. 

Four 4-storey blocks of superimposed maisonettes, 
linked by 3-storey blocks of flats. 

Six 3-storey blocks of flats. 
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Two 2-storey blocks of flats 


Four terraces of 2-storey houses, two of which will be 
linked by a 2-storey block of flats 

There will be 269 tenants’ stores, a children’s playground, 
an estate workshop, and also a club room. In a central 


position on the site there will be four small ** cottage- 
type shops 


Space-heating and hot water supply. 


Will follow the normal L.C.C. practice In the flats, 
living rooms will have a solid fuel-burning fire serving a 
back boiler which will provide hot water ; they will also be 
fitted with a gas and electric point for summer heating 
appliances. Bedrooms will be provided with electric points 
for heating appliances. Auxiliary heating for the water 
supply will be by an electric immersion heater, thermo- 
statically controlled, in the hot water storage cylinder in 
the lower portion of the linen cupboard Provision is 
also made for a small gas sink heater in the kitchen should 
this be required by the tenant. Heating arrangements in the 
houses will be broadly the same as for the flats except that a 
radiator will be installed in the dining kitchen

The 5-storey ‘‘ T*’ block has been specially developed 
for this site, and has Yin load-bearing cross walls in brick 
with light cavity external walling.

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Munkegaard School, Gentoffe, Denmark 
ARCHITECT AR] 


A 
iw 1937 a new school law was adopted in Denmark to start an extensive building of schools. The time limit for the 

execution of the law is 1958, and all projects, in order to qualify for a State subsidy, had to be submitted by April |, 
1953. 

The conditions for school building in Denmark are very similar to those in England. There is a lack of money, 
materials and manpower. _ There is a strict limit to cost, and the so-called authorities on design of schools cannot agree 
on the principles governing the design. At present the single-storey type is most prevalent in Denmark. 

Between 1930-45 many fine large schools were built in Denmark to take |,000-!,200 pupils. These were too 
large for efficient supervision and had a crushing effect on the smaller children. In Munkegaard School we have an 
example of the smaller type of school which many Danish architects prefer. The tendency at the moment is for many 
small and pleasant schools. Most of the educational authorities agree with this as they feel that the future methods 
of teaching will rapidly make the large schools become out-dated. Tie new teaching methods require more room, 
more material and less fixed-equipment. In Munkegaard School there is a small garden outside each classroom. It 
is hoped that this will help the teachers in adopting the new teaching methods. 

The accompanying photographs show the model of the school. -Two experimental classrooms are being built at 
present. The remainder will be built later. 

The construction is of the simplest possible type. The normal classrooms are all on one storey. The walls are of load- 
bearing yellow bricks, the cheapest form of construction in Denmark. The roofs are of pre-cast light-weight concrete 
blocks, laid in a single span and covered with roofing felt. The special classrooms are all in a two-storey block of 
reinforced concrete frame construction. 

The entrance courtyard, leading up to the assembly hall, divides the playground area into two. On the West there 
is a playground for older children, and on the East one for the small children. These are bordered at their outer 
extremities by the gymnasiums,

HE new shop which replaces an old one, designed in 1910, occupies the 

ground floor of the London Shoe Co. premises at 116, New Bond Street. 
The new layout has intentionally divided the shop into four distinct parts, 
namely: (1) The entrance and display area m the front of the shop. (2) The 
service centre and quick sales department 3) The fitting room. (4) The storage 
area. It was also intended that the front of the interior as well as the window 
display should be clearly visible from the street pavement. To achieve this effect, 
the front was to be recessed from the often very congested pavement, with the 
object that space would be provided for people to observe the display at ease, 
and to provide a sufficiently large dark floor surface in the foreground for reflec- 
tions to be avoided in the shop window, which was to slope forward at an angle 
of 60° to the horizontal. This proposal, however, was rejected by the clients, 
who were doubtful about the unconventional appearance, the dark floor and the 
placing of so much of the display several feet back from the pavement. 


In the present showcase, reflection is overcome mainly by the quantity of 
daylight which is allowed to enter through the glazed top of the case, in addition 
to the light which enters through the front glazing (detail p. 578). The areas 
above and beneath the showcase are fully glazed to reveal the continuity of floor 
and ceiling. When the showcase is artificially lit, it is possible to adjust the 
intensity and direction of the light with the flexible reflectors within the case. 
The showcase is sub-divided in compartments to reduce the scale to suit the 


size of shoes and to allow for a thematic display form, having the most appropriate 


background for several different types of shoes. The name of the shop appears, 


in addition to the fascia, in small lettering at several heights within the window 
so that it is inescapably apparent to people looking at the display. 


The entrance lobby shown on the page opposite includes a mural to attract 


attention and is in general designed to form a gradual rather than abrupt entrance 
to the shop. 


The interior display illustrated overleaf is arranged on trays at two low levels 


which allows customers to “handle” the merchandise, and to feel its quality. 


The trays are of different materials and texture to provide the appropriate back- 
ground for all types of shoes, handbags and other accessories. All the trays are 
interchangeable. Display lighting by means of flexible reflectors is arranged at 


a low level to avoid dazzle Some of these reflectors provide direct light on 


the display and some throw their light upward 


on to the yellow heating panels 
above which reflect and diffuse the light Ph 


display tables, the lighting, the 
electrical conduit and the heating panels together serve to define the display area. 


The service centre is located between the display area and the fitting room, 
and is arranged so that clerical work, wrapping of purchases and shoes awaiting 
repair are kept out of view in this service “cubicle,” since these very necessary 
activities are out of .tune with the ati 


nosphere of the showroom. Cupboards for 
the storage of accessories which need to be 


ivailable for quick sales, such as 


hosiery, handbags, sundries, etc., are immediately accessible from the showroom. 


The existence of a laylight has been exploited to provide even, natural, daylight 


conditions in the fitting room, to ensure tl orrect colour rendering of the shoes 


which customers will try on. The partition screening the storage area is faced 
increase the apparent size of the fitting 
room in contrast to the scale of the display area in the front, and to compensate 
specially for the loss of that part of the former fitting area which is now occupied 
by the storage area

havé been designed around centrally disposed electric heaters. 

The old shoe box shelves which formerly lined the walls 
of the shop have been reused in the storage area and placed 
back to back as in library stack rooms 

The colours had to be related to the reused green carpet. 
Four shades of grey and a lime colour provide the general 
background on walls and partitions. A fairly wide separa- 
uon of tones between the greys was necessary in order to 
maintain a clear differentiation between them in contrast to 
the black framing. The suspended heating panels are 
yellow in contrast to the blue ceiling and act as reflectors 
for the indirect display light. All colours are based on the 
Munsell range 

The heating in the fitting room is divided by Thermodare 
storage heaters arranged in the centre of the room, the 
heaters consume electricity only at night and discharge the 
accumulated heat at daytime. In the display area Medre 


panels are used for heating using suspended panels, wall 
panels and floor panels; the latter are laid on floorboards 
underneath the carpet and the thickness of the panels equals 
that of the underfelt.

face panels, convectors); unit heaters; power-driven circula- 
ting pumps for low-pressure hot-water heating installations; 
and thermal insulation. The head-code, 341.300, deals with 
central heating by low-pressure hot water in general, whilst 
the sub-codes cover in detail the subjects indicated in their 
titles. Each sub-code includes a list of the relevant British 

Standards, and cross-references to the head-code and to other 

sub-codes are inserted wherever appropriate. 

The Code gives guidance, at all stages, on the setting up, 
and the maintaining in good order, of installations to provide 
central heating by low-pressure hot water (i.e., where the 
system is open to the atmosphere at one or more points). In 
drafting the Code, the Committee have assumed (a) that the 
design of such an installation will be entrusted to a fully 
qualified engineer, who will assure himself that “balance ” 
is maintained in the system; and (b) that the execution of 
the work will be carried out under qualified supervision. 

The Code is in draft form and is subject to amendment in 
the light of comments received.

Small Sewage Treatment Works. Price 5/- post free. 

This Code describes suitable methods of treatment for the 
sewage from groups of houses, institutions, etc., with popula- 
tions of about 350 and under, where connections to a public 
sewer are impossible. It does not deal with the treatment of 
trade wastes, nor with the disposal of surface or sub-soil 
water. 

The various types of installation are set out, together with 
full descriptions of septic tanks, settling tanks and biological 
filters.

American experience of concretes made from lightweight 

aggregates is more extensive than British experience. The 

scale of production is greater, so is the range of aggregates 
used and the use of lightweight concrete in building is much 
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Digest 


more widespread. The present report is the result of a 
member of the staff of B.R.S. visiting the U.S.A. in 1950. 

The principal lightweight aggregates used are clinker, 
expanded slag, expanded clays and shales, pumice, expanded 
vermiculite and perlite. The potential market for the aggre- 
gates greatly exceeds the supply, and there is a growing 
shortage of clinker due to the increasing use of pulverized 
fuel and oil firing for steam raising. This has encouraged 
the development of artificially expanded materials. The use 
of sintering processes for the production of lightweight 
aggregates from waste materials such as colliery shale and 
pulverized fuel ash, is also being investigated. Expanded 
clays in the form of rounded gravel-like particles are also 
produced. 

In the concrete block industry the plain-pallet vibratory 
machines used in modern plants can produce between 600 
and 900 blocks 16in x 8in x 8in hourly. Blocks produced 
under American conditions are denser, stronger and better 
finished than the usual British block. As they are not so 
readily chipped or broken they give “cleaner” building. 
The uniformity of American blocks makes it possible to use 
them without a plaster coat and bare block walls are fre- 
quently used in offices, schools and churches. External 
walls are usually protected from rain penetration by two 
coats of cement paint. 

Lightweight concrete blocks are popular in America 
because they produce a cheaper structure than would be 
obtained with other forms of masonry or brick construction 

As in Britain, problems due to shrinkage of the concrete 
units have to be overcome, and this is done by drying the 
blocks before use and by constructional techniques which 
include the use of movement joints in walls and the provi- 
sion of joint reinforcement or tie beams. In order to reduce 
the dead weight of buildings lightweight concrete has been 
used for flooring and for the fire protection of steel building 
frames. The resultant saving in structural steel depends on 
the height of the building and it is not easy to say at what 
point the saving more than offsets the additional cost of the 
lightweight concrete. The improvement of the live load to 
dead load ratio made possible in this way has been exploited 
in America for flooring and bridge decks. Lightweight 
reinforced concrete does not appear to be an economical 
alternative to normal concrete for the structural frames of 
buildings. 

Expanded vermiculite and perlite are being widely used 
as aggregates in plasters because of the economies resulting 
from higher productivity and saving of deadweight. When 
used with gypsum plasters these very light aggregates give 
mixes which are highly fire-resistant and many large build- 
ings have been built in which the steel frame has been fire- 
proofed by a lightweight aggregate plaster on metal lathing 
Workers prefer to use the light material, and it is claimed 
that substantial increases in output have been made where 
it is used in place of the normal sand-aggregate plaster.

This Leaflet deals with precautions to be taken when fixing 
heating stoves, independent boilers and cookers; the appli- 
ances are grouped into “free standing” (which do not need 
to be built into a recess), and “inset” (fireplace opening to 
be provided).

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Lightweight Concrete Blocks 


UILDING Research Station Digest 

No. 52, issued in March, is de- 
voted to this subject, with particular 
relation to the use of this type of con- 
crete block in housing. I have pre- 
viously advocated a greater use of this 
type of walling material, not so much 
on account of the possible savings in 
cost but as a means of improving heat 
insulation. 

Personally, I would be less inclined 
to recommend users that they apply 
these blocks for surfaces which are sub- 
ject to exposed external conditions 
until the blocks produced in this coun- 
try are as good for this purpose as are 
the American blocks. Most blocks 
made in this country need the protec- 
tion of external rendering, which is a 
finish liable in itself to be a source of 
a great deal of trouble, in addition to 
the fact that most renderings require 
periodic decoration involving recurring 
maintenance of a type much more 
costly than arises from  self-finished 
materials such as bricks. The most 
advantageous use of lightweight con- 
crete blocks is at present, in my mind, 
for the inner leaf of an_ external 
cavity wall and for all partitions. 

The Digest says little about the 
types of aggregates used for these 
blocks, which is a pity, as I believe 
many readers need more help in this 
respect than in regard to the broader 
idea of using lightweight blocks. The 
general use of these blocks has now 
become widely accepted, and in addi- 
tion sufficient time has elapsed to prove 
them to be satisfactory if, of course, 
they are properly made and erected. 
There are a number of extremely satis- 
factory new types of aggregate available 
which do not have some of the inherent 
troubles of those formerly in very 
general use, such as breeze and low- 
grade clinker. I have not seen a true 
bleeze block for a long time, and I 
hope they are no longer being made 
as they were often unsatisfactory on 
account of the high proportion of 
material which the “loss on ignition” 
test showed up and their general poor 
quality in most respects Clinker 
blocks can be quite satisfactory if suffi- 
cient care is taken to select, sample 
and test the aggregate before making 
it into blocks in order to eliminate un- 
suitable material. My inclinations are, 
however, in the direction of using 
foamed slag, or even more stable 
materials, such as expanded clay, as 
the aggregate for these blocks. Too 
much stress cannot be laid on the need 
to ascertain that the aggregates being 
used for block making are really satis 
factory There are B.S. tests for 
clinker and foamed slag, B.S. 1165 and 
877 respectively, against the require 
ments of which users should ask for 
certificates of compliance , 

It is, in my opinion, most essential 
for the user to obtain test certificates 
for all blocks supplied, as three factors 
are vital, namely, the compressive 
strength, the moisture movement, and 


the drying shrinkage. In addition, it is 
important that blocks are adequately 
dry before use, but even then walling 
should have a fairly long period to dry 
out before being plastered if cracking 
of surface finishes is to be avoided. 
Compressive strength needs to be as 
low as possible in order to assist ther- 
mal insulation, but blocks having a 
strength of less than 400 lb per sq in 
will be found to be generally unhandle- 
able, due to excessive breakage and 
damage in transport and on site, apart 
from the fact that when used for load- 
bearing purposes they need this 
strength for their functional purpose. 

Ihe importance of the drying shrink- 
age and moisture movement factors are 
often overlooked by users, but in fact 
the absence of adequate controls in 
these respects are the most frequent 
causes of subsequent maintenance 
troubles. The B.R.S. Digest suggests 
that drying shrinkage should not ex- 
ceed 0.06 per cent and the moisture 
movement should not exceed 0.05 
when determined by the methods 
given in B.S. 834. It points out very 
rightly that the limits given in B.S. 834 
are those applicable to heavier weight 
type blocks 

One of the problems involved in 
using lightweight blocks is to be sure 
they are adequately dried when de- 
livered and remain dry until they are 
installed in the building. It is very 
difhcult for block makers to ensure 
that their products are sufficiently dry 
before delivery, as so often they have 
insufficient covered storage space in 
which to keep a large output for 
periods up to 28 days, or even longer, 
in bad weather; in fact, few makers 
have or seem to be able to afford ade- 
quate areas of covered space, and still 
fewer are equipped to cure and dry 
blocks artificially. 

The B.R.S. suggests that blocks 
should be protected against rain during 
transit to sites. I hope makers will 
take note of this, as I doubt that many 
have covered lorries or even the neces- 
sary tarpaulins; it should be noted, 
however, that covered transport is, of 
course, only useful if the makers have 
stored their blocks under cover at the 
factory. Now that concrete blocks are 
being more and more generally used 
and there is a greater knowledge of 
their behaviour, it is desirable that 
more careful attention is given to their 
manufacture; there still seems to be a 
belief in some quarters that any one 
can buy a block-making machine, some 
cement and any old aggregate, and 
with these produce satisfactory blocks. 
Io make good blocks is certainly not 
nple as this, and, in fact, it is very 
dangerous, as it can so easily cause 
blocks to earn a bad reputation which 
is unjustified when the products are 
made by the good producers. 

If well-made blocks are to be de- 
livered on sites it is equally important 
that. they are properly handled and 
stored when they reach the site. This 


means storing them off the wet ground 
with air spaces between them and 
keeping them covered from the rain. 
B.R.S. suggest that the blocks should 
have a moisture content of less than 30 
per cent when saturated. When 
blocks are built into place, unless they 
are really dry, they must be allowed 
to dry out before rendering or plaster- 
ing if cracks are to be avoided; this 
slows up building, but in spite of the 
desire in some quarters to speed up 
completion of buildings, I am sure 
slower building in respect of many 
products can sometimes pay as the 
result of the reduction of making good 
of later damage. Another important 
factor on site is to handle these light- 
weight blocks carefully as they are 
more subject to damage than the denser 
types. 

This Digest is one which should be 
studied very carefully by all those in- 
tending to use lightweight concrete 
blocks, whether they are architects who 
specify, builders who control jobs, or 
foremen supervising site labour, as it 
contains very many points of which 
each of these categories should take 
careful note. 

The Digest sets out carefully the 
type of mortar, external renderings 
and plasters which are advisable on 
this type of block. If these materials 
are not suitably proportioned troubles 
may be expected. The most general 
fault still seems to be that of using 
cement too generously so to follow the 
recommendations should save money 
even if it involves more careful super- 
vision. 

It may be that some block users and 
makers may think the B.R.S. recom- 
mendations are a little too theoretical 
to be capable of practical application. 
While to some measure this may be 
slightly true in respect of drying and 
handling of the blocks, efforts should 
be made to comply as far as is feasible 
with the recommendations since im- 
proved block-using technique will, I 
believe, prove to be profitable in the 
long run. 

Mention is made in the Digest of the 
use of aerated concrete blocks. These 
have not been so widely used in this 
country as in some others. I am not 
sure why this should be, but it is sur- 
prising as, at intervals during the last 
seven years, I have heard of various 
pieces of experimental work, although 
very few seem to have come into 
general commercial production.
